customary Sunday morning welcome. 
At 2:30 o’clock in the morning,

entered his name on the

ister instead of taking his card from 
the attendance register at his church 
a few hours later, as was his custom 
w'hile in good health. 
This public spirited 
citizen 
was 
born December 20, 1852 in Marshall 
County, 
Tennessee, 
near 
Pulaski, 
Death came Sunday morning at 
the 
age of 7G years 1 month and 4 days, 
following an apparent 
recuperatior 
from a preliminary operation in the 
Missouri Baptist Hospital 
in 
St. 
Louis to which he had been taken on 
January 16. 
A sudden heart attack 
is believed to have caused his death. 
He sold his 
interests 
near his 
birthplace when still a young 
man 
and moved 
to a 
town 
of 
similai 
name in Illinois, where 
on 
October 
24, 1875, he married Miss Nora Kir 
by. 
It was in Pulaska, Tenn., 
and 
Puiaska, Illinois, that he first pra 
tired his 
profession, medicine. 
He 
also engaged in lumbering in Illinois. 
While he resided there, 
four 
chil 
dien were born, Otis and Maude Ma- 
lnoe, Inith of whom died in infancy, 
and Earl J. Malone, 
Jr., 
and Mis. 
Karl Johnson, both of this city. 
In the fall of 1877 the family mov­ 
ed to Little River, 
now 
Morehouse 
Missouri, where he started the first 
saw mill in this district. 
The pres 
ent Himmelberger interests in 
that 
city are an outgrowth of the Malone 
venture. 
He sold out his holdings in 
Little River in the 
year 
1889 and 
moved to this city, and at once en 
tered into the public life of Sikeston 
serving on the 
school 
board, 
cit> 
council, and for fifteen years, acted 
in the capacity of mayor. 
It was during 
his 
administration 
that he purchased for and donated to 
the city the present Malone Park. 
Tradition has it. that when Front 
Street 
was

was no sidewalk connecting the north 
and south parts 
of the city. Occu­ 
pants of the Hotel Marshall and citi­ 
zens who lived “across 
the

had to wade mud with their grocer­ 
ies—or 
go 
hungry. 
This 
m atter 
came to the attention of Dr. Malone 
and he at once got in touch with Mis­ 
souri Pacific railway officials regard­ 
ing the building of 
a 
walk

their property. 
Within two months 
a walk was 
in place. 
This is

course, a more incident in the busy 
life of this individual, but it 
aptly 
illustrates the spirit of public serv­ 
ice which has raised him so high in 
public esteem. 
On June 30, 1890, Dr. Malone m ar­ 
ried Miss Mamie E. Bridges of Car 
bondale.

Mr. Brerhower harvested his wheat 
with a—combine, which process was 
heaper than the old method, and he 
s also utilizing his waste beans by 
feeding to poultry. The beans slight­ 
ly discolore«! are selling at 9c local- 
on top of this return per acre he 
is also getting additional profit thru 
the feeding of beans to his poultry 
the waste or spoiled beans he cooks 
before feeding. Mr. Beerbower stat- 
<1 that the fiehl «if wheat and navy 
beans has prove«! more profitable t' 
him than any other crop on his farm 


The farmers of New Madrid coun­ 
ty are planning on an increase«! acre- 
ag«* of soybeans. The fact that soy­ 
beans have proven to he more hardy 
than peas, and in many cases consid- 
raldy 
more 
profitable 
has caused 
them to become increasingly popular. 
Some farmers plan on a large acre 
age. such as Mr. Kirkhride of Malden 
who contemplates 200 acres of I,a- 
redo beans. R. J. Stroud of Matthews 
who is planning 
on

acres 
of 
probahlyW’ilson s«iy- 
heans. 
For hav or seed purposes the 
va 
rieties W ilson. Virginia and 
I.**** ’ 
are recommended according to Coun­ 
ty Agent Julian. These varieties may 
als«i be used for planting in corn to 
hog down, although possibly the va- 
i iety Kaherlamit or Midwest will he 
equally as good and possibly the seed 
will cost less. 
The Laredo is a long- 
er maturing variety, and regardlesi 
<»f when it is planted will not mature 
until the early part of October. Men 
contemplating growing 
the 
Laredo 
should plan on staking these beans 
otherwise, they will very likely have 
a chance t«> lose the entire crop thru 
had weather. The Wilson is a little 
earlier in the maturity than the Vir­ 
ginia hut shatters a little worse, any 
of the three varieties make excellent 
hay, and all of them pnwluee a goo«! 
seed erep. 
Some 
farmers 
are 
planning 
on 
planting soybeans in their wheat in 
March or early April 
as 
has lieen 
done by several farmers in the coun­ 
ty during the past few 
years. 
The 
advantage of this is that the wheat 
keeps down the weed growth, an«i a f­ 
ter it is cut the soybeans can 
con­ 
tinue to grow without weed competi­ 
tion.
